How the Mounted Policemen Operate 
in Trying Conditions. The Trail 
From St. John to the Yukon, 


Macleod, October  16,—Inspectoi 
Camies, of Macleod, who had com 
oand of the party constructing — thé 
Peace River-Yukon trail, has veturnec 
rome, 

The trail,was comenced at St. Johr 
m the Peace river, and is to be ex 
ended to the Yukon territory. The 
surpose of the trail is to have an in 
lependent route to the Yukon withour 
iaving to cross American territory 
in 1905 the work was commenced. In 
‘spector Richards was in command o 
ihe party and ninety-four miles wer 
completed when the detachment hac 
0 go into winter quarters. A smal 
letachment under Corporal Macleoc 
proceeded to Fort Graham and win 
ered there. The weather was ery 
cold at times, the thermometer falling 
is low as 62 degrees below zero, 

Karly in May Inspector Richard 
moved from winter quarters to thi 
ond of the trail and commenced work 
vhich was steadily pushed on. 

On July 27, Inspector Camies took 
over the command from  Inspectoi 
Righards, who was relieved on ac 
sount of bad health. The work wai 
-ontinued with energy and on Augus 
23 the trail was completed to For 
Jraham, 208 miles from St. John 
bby Septembtr 25, Inspector” Camie: 
ied completed the trail twenty mile: 
west of Fort Graham towards Bea 
Lake, making a total of 131 miles for 
the season’s work. 

Hard Work and Hardships. 

One officer, fifteen non-commission 
«d officers and constables and nine 
teen horses remained at Fort Graham 
jor the winter, where they were com 
fortably quartered and well supplie< 
with provisions, but although — thc 
government had despatched plenty o 
clothing, it had only reached 8t 
John 

Inpector Camies reported that he 
could get lots of moose skins and tha 
the men would not suffer. There war 
hard work and many hardships, ou 
the men doing the work did it cheer 
fully. Iuspector Camies says: 

“There were no breaches of discip 
line. The policemen were active 
willing and well behaved, they work 
od well and without a murmur at the 
hardest work. There was no shirk 
ing, although the men are often wei 
through a few minutes after leaving 
camp for their work in the morning 
ind rete. in the same. conditicu at 
night. he-route of the trail from 
Fort Graham was the subject of much 
consideration, Superintendent San 
derson was. ordered to Hazelton in 
June and after a close investigatior 
recommended the following route:

From Hazelton the trail 
is eight feet wide, ile entire distance 
of 338 amiles, cut clean aud roughly 
graded.

West Will Be the Better of It— 
Speaks of Crop. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 16.—"I have every 
‘onfidence in the future oi this west- 
rn country and of Winnipeg, and this 
ittle stringency in the money market 
s like a dose of medicine, we don’t 
ike, but which will do us a world of 
rood.”’ 

This was the way W. B. Mathews, 
manager of the R. G. Dun & Co., 
summed up the condition of affairs all 
hrough the western country. 

“People in Winnipeg may be pessi- 
mistic but those in the country are 
he very opposite,” he continued, 
“ald from aii reports L have heard 
and from what 1 have learned while 
out in the country, the farmers ap- 
pear tu be optimistic. Real estate in 
the city and through the west do not 
seem to have depreciated, to any ex- 
tent. In the Edmonton district the 
crop will be light, but around Saska- 
toon the farmers are quite satisfied 
with the present conditions. 

“T have been told that on one farm 
orty bushels of wheat to the acre 
were harvested and sixty of barley. 
There are some bad spots in the 
country and also good ones all over 
the west. 

“Although the wheat crop is not as 
large this year as it has been in pre- 
vious years, the higher price will, in 
my opinion, bring just as much mon- 
“y into the country. 

“Last year was a bumper one ior 
aearly every business. For instance, 
the implement agents never had such 
good sales, Thinking the following 
year would be just as good large ord- 
‘rs were sent in, 

“The exceptional winter came on, 
and the machinery was delayed in 
transit and it was late in arriving, 
but at the same time the agent had 
to make payments. Then came the 
late spring, poor growing summer and 
the unfavorable tall for harvesting 
But in spite of these weather condi- 
tions it looks as if we would realize 
ag much from the country as before. 

“This stringency in the money mar- 
ket will do a world of good, It will 
place business on a more substantial 
basis and tend to do away with the 
long terms heretofore given, I[t will 
be good for the credit system of the 
west. 

“It may be that the farmers will 
see that it is better not to depend too 
much on wheat, but go in more for 
miexd jarming. In understand that

Agrarian Troubles are So Violent that 
Out 


ragés are Common in all 
Parts of Country 
Dublin, Oct, 9.—Arrests continue 


in, Langiord and Roscommon, two of 
the six Irish counties proclaimed by 
the government in consequence of the 
serious development of tne agrarian 
agitation, and particularly of tne fre- 
quency of cases of cattle raiding. As 
a protest against large areas being 
used as grazing lands by non-residen- 
tial owners offen butchers in the 
towns), the evicted tenants organized 
raids, in which women take a fierce 
part, to drive off the cattle from the 
and which they say they are deprived 
of the chance of cultivating. Roscom- 
mon is practically ‘‘dragooned’’ by 
police, especially in view of the trial 
at Ballintubber of over twenty per- 
sons, most of them women, for a cattte 
drive in that county. The ponce en- 
camped on the ranch of Mr. Payne, 
an extensive grazier, of Fohenagh, 
were attacked by a mob on different 
days. The fiercest in the charge on 
each occasion, it is alleged by the con- 
stabulary, were the wives and daugh- 
ters of Roscommon farmers. Police 
are being poured into the district, 
and the government evidently intends 
to put down with a firm hand any de- 
monstration in fivor of the defen 
dants, 
, Are indignant. 

In Nationalist circles in Boyle much 
indignation is expressed at the pro- 
clamation of Roscommon as a dis- 
turbed area, and public meetings are 
to be held in denunciation of te 
policy of the government. At a 
special court held in Ballintubber, 
County Rescommon, five women, far- 
mers’ wives and daughters, and two 
men, were summoned by the Crown 
for assaulting and intimidating two 
local graziers, and. with assaulting 
and threatening to take the lives of 
several members of the constabulary. 
The charges arose out of the visits of 
land-holders to their holdings. Dis- 
trict Inspector Ross said whenever 
the police went near ranches, horns 
were blown and crowds summoned 
whose object was to intimidate the 
forces of the Crown, an object which 
often sueceeded. Only a few days 
previous he@was pelted by women 
with rotten eggs. The cases were ad- 
journed. 

Early Triumph. 

Mr. John Redmond, M.P., speaking 
at a Nationalist meeting held at Dally- 
bofey, County Donegal, said nothing 
had oceutred which ought to shake 
their belief in the early triumpin ot 
the Nationalist cause They must 
face the fact that there was at this 
moment, in many parts of the coun 
try, disappomtment at the rate and 
progress of their moyement, and at 
the fact that they had failed to obtain 
in a couple of sessiphe from the pre- 
sent government a satisfactory mea- 
sure of Home Rule for Ireland. The 
great need at this moment was for the 
country to pull itself together and 
not allow what was, perhaps, a na- 
tional feeling of disuppointment to de- 
generate into apathy or despair. 

A parllamentary fiarty representing 
Ireland in the Houge, of Commons 
was as necessary today than at any 
period since the Union. The Irish 
people shiuld insist that the party 
should consist of men who were wil- 
ling to accept the decision of the 
majority of their colleagues, and abide 
loyally by the party pledge The 
Irish party was absolutely independ- 
ent of all political combinations in 
England. They had no alliance with 
the present Libetal party. They 
could make no alliance with the party 
except’on the condition that they 
should not only determine to intro- 
duce a full measure of Home Rule for 
Ireland, but make it the first and 
paramount item in their programme 
They had not done that. He believed 
that in a comparatively short space 
of time the Lrish party would win the 
right of national self-government, It 
would be sheer mid-summer madness 
and folly worthy of a nation of chil- 
dren if this great weapon were now to 
be diseredited, because it had not suc- 
ceeded in winning in a couple of 
years from the present government 4 
full measure of Home Rule. 

Take it First. 

Charles J. Dolan, M.P. for North 
Leitrim, who has joined Sinn Fein 
(the advanced Home Rule party op- 
posed to taking part in sending mem- 
bers to Westminster), has addressed 
a numbey of mectings in his constit- 
venecy. “If we want Home Rule,” he 
said, “we must first take it, and since 
we cannot have recourse to armed re- 
sistance under existing circumstances 
let us employ passive resistance 
Mr. Ginneli, M.P. for North West- 
meath, has also delivered a remark- 
able speech at Drumshaughlin, coun- 
ty Meath. Before the winter, he said, 
a beginning must be made to clear 
the cattle off the grazing ranches in 
that district. If it were done in a 
number of places, he went on, it 
would be impossible for the govern- 
ment to provide police for them all.

HAS WIRELESS SYSTEM. 

Winnipeg Tribune.—That wireless 
telegraphy should be a commercial 
success in the Sandwich Islands be- 
fore it has become so on the mainland 
of any one of the continents, may 
come a8 a surprise to those people 
who have become skeptical after so 
many years of failure to reach that 
long-promised achievement in the 
electrie communications of the world. 

Nevertheless, it may be accepted as 
a fact that the transmission of wire- 
less messages between the Hawaian 
Islands at a regular and uniform rate 
of 15 cents a word is just a m-** + of 
business there as the use 6 tele- 
phone or ordinary telegraph here, 

Frederick J. Cross, a brother of 
W. W. Cross, of Winnipeg, who is 
now visiting here, is the man who 
has made wireless telegraphy from 
Honolulu possible among the other 
islands of the group. Mr. Cross was 
formerly in association with Marconi 
and was sent to Honolulu to estab- 
lish the wireless system. Like Mar- 
coni’s other ventures, it was a long 
time coming to successful and pract}- 
cal results, 

It was installed and that was. all. 
Lots of money was expended on it and 
ultimately it devolved upon Mr. 
Cross to make good with the Hawa- 
ians, who bought stock on the 
strength of Marconi’s connection. 
After some years of fruitless effor,Mr 


Cross improved upon the Marconi 
tystem, although the principle is 
much the same, and succeeded in| 
placing all the islands in regular} 


communication with 
wireless telegraphy. 

The longest distance between any 
two of the islands is 200 miles with no 
other obstacle than the ether above 
the sea. 

Wireless telegraphy has long been 
in use from ship to shore, but only 
for purposes of safer navigation. 
Commercially, it has not yet paid, ex- 
eept the Cross system in the Hawaian 
Islands, which now do a regular tele- 
graphic business with the neighboring 
Islands for $1.50 as a minimum 
charge for a message. 

Mr. Cross said that although wire- | 
less telegraphy had not been a com-, 
mercial, success inland, he had no 
doubt but what it would be ultimate- 
ly. The statements attributed to 
some wireless experts that messages 
could be transmitted across contin- 
ents he did not believe would be ac- 
complished in his day without relay 
stations on the summits of interven- 
ing obstacies, and then only with an 
intricate and costly system that might 
prohibit financial success. 

The success of the Hawaian  wire- 
leas telegraphs led the colonial secre- 
tary of the Fiji Islands in the South-

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AN ENGLISHMAN’S DIARY 


West by Arthur Hawkes, Who Accompanied Second Group of 
British Pressmen Through the Wert. 


} 
| Notes on a Trin from Edmonton to Port Arthur, Written for Canada 


To read a diary is usually an insip- 
id experience. A Oornishman said of 
women “Women be like pilehards, 
when they be good they be only mid- 
dlin’; and when they be bad they BE 
bad.” He was wrong about women. 
As a rule diaries are like pilchards; 
but there are exceptions, What fol- 
lows is the unpremeditated work of 
an English journalist with a party 
which recently toured Canada; and 
which from Edmonton to Port Arthur, 
travelled fifteen hundred miles over 
the Canadian Northern system. The 
diary that follows was found in the 
company’s private car that accompa- 
nied theirs, and the writer has gener- 
ously placed what he calls his “crude 
impressions” at the disposal of the 
Canada West Magauine. 

Edmonton, Saturday, Aug. 17, 10.30 
p. m.—Romarkable place, this, though 
we saw it in a pelting rain. Noble 
situation on high bluffs overlooking 
Saskatchewan, Plenty of trees, wide 
streets, electric light; and all that 
sort of thing. Fourteen banks, same 
of them very fine, built in stone and 
brick. Two daily newspapers, Met 
the Premier of Alberta—plain, down- 
right chap, without anyside—and saw 
old Hudson's Bay Fort, and site of 
new $1,500,000 Parliament building. 
Lots of talk about dollars, Over fifty 
Edmonton men have made $100,000 or 
more since the railway was definitely 
promised. Presbyterian site has ap- 
preeiated so much that the whole will 
be sold, including building, erected in 
1993, and two fine churches buiit else- 
where with the proceeds, Energetic 
board of trade here—own rooms, dis- 
play of farm products, finely printed 
literature about immediate locality 
and Peace River country. Board dined 
us at hotel~capital meal—and even- 
ing at club, Population of town only 
15,000, but club would do credit to 
city of 106,000 people, Surprised us 
all. Western stories at club. Some of 
them pretty strong. We capped a few. 

Battleford, Sunday  night—Don’t 
know which Battleford,for we are trav- 
elling from one to another on opposite 
banks of the Saskatchewan across fine 
steel bridge. Queerest Sunday I ever 
spent. Heard nothing about piety but 
so much about prosperity that Atten- 
borough said everybody was disgust- 
ingly worldly. Travelled from Edmon- 
ton by special train; finding ourselves 
while dressing, at first crossing Sas- 
katchewan by bridge used for trains 
above and teams below. Passed many 
towns only two years old. We think 
they are villages, 

Stopped at Vegreville to receive the 
Mayor, Council and Board of Trade, 
who presented an address. MceCon- 
key suitably acknowledged. Quite a 
joke for us to be receiving addresses ; 
no reporters present! |! Mayors and 
Boards of Trade everywhere desper- 
ately anxious to impress their belief 
that they have the best land and fin- 
est prospects in the country, This 
greatly tickles Elliston. He does much 
political speaking in England, and 
weeps over dullness and lack of enter- 
prise in rural districts there, Calls 
this. a new world of hope and inde- 
pendence—certainly remarkable en- 
thusiasm. The result, I suppose of 
men acquiring land for themselves 
and growing crops that make money, 

Changed engines at one place—Ver- 
milion, I think—and were at lunch 
when a hotel keeper, an English Giles, 
came regretting that the Board of 
Trade had not turned up and asked us 
to lunch with him, Awfully decent 
of him. They are hospitable in this 
country, and no mistake. At Lloyd- 
minster, a great crowd and miniature 
agricultural show on the platform. 
The center of the Barr Colony that 
came from England five years ago. 
Barr, they say, was a d——d fool. 
Barr has gone and the rest have gone 
ahead and become leavened with a 
few Canadian ideas, farming methods 
and that sort thing. Seven or eight 
Englishmen from the Colony rode 
with us to Battleford, delighted to 
pour their troubles and triumphs into 
our ears. Asked after cricket and 
politics at home, talked a great deal 
about crops, threshing, oxen, colts, 
shacks and things I could not under- 


stand. All of them like enthusiastic 
missioners, Their aceent English 
enough, Their spirit transformed— 


must be product of crops and cattle 


they ta * so much about. 

Tonigh we dine at Old Battleford 
once caphal of the country, Never 
saw a prettier, better supplied, more 


admirably served table. Too much 
specchiiying though. They made near- 
ly all of us orate, We would have liked 
more stories of pre-railway times, and 
the rebellion, such as my neighbor 
told me about the mayor, who had 
narrow escapes when the Indians 
Were warpathing, But it was Sunday 
night; and the air of subdued re. 
straint pervaded our happiness, Fel. 
low who wrote, “Sabbath well spent 
brings a week of content’ should 
have been with us today, 

Warman, Tuesday—Waiting for the 
Winnipeg Express. Been filling time 
trying to plow. All of us successful in 
making straight furrows crooked.

Any- 
one could plow with a little practice, 
getting used to stiff arms and saying

Yesterday's journey was from North 
Battleford another extraordinary 
place but two years old, to Saskatche- 
wan and then to Prino® Albert, 90 
miles north by special train; mostly 
through level prairie country, nearly 
all covered with wheat, 


Saskatoon five years ago was noth 
ing. Now five thousand people, Go- 
ing to Prince Albert we stopped at 
Rosthern and met mayor of town 
and Dominion and Saskatchewan's 
M. P’s.—I am getting used to the 
difference between Dominion and the 
provinces. Cromb, Scotch and statis- 
tical, asked a citizen the population 
of Rosthern, His answer was “Eight 
elevators.” Picked up Mr, Ens, M, 
P. P Told us he never left Russia 
till filteen years ago—most extragrdi- 
nary, for he talks good English, and 
knows the country ike a book. Anoth- 
‘r M. P. P. came on the train at 
Fielding in the morning—Mr. Lang- 
ley, formerly of London. Calls him- 
self a transformed Englishman, Orig- 
inal member of the Fabian Society. 
Was eight years learning to adapt 
himself to new conditions, Sorry I 
did not talk more with him, ~ for 
Speers, the Government representa 
tive chaperoning ‘us, says Langley is 
the best type of teachable English. 
man. Stories we hear convince me 
Englishmen have much to learn in 
usw country. Rawness net all on one 
side, At Prince Albert we went over 
a saw mill that manipulated big log: 
like ninepins and cut them up lik 
‘cucumbers, Didn’t expect to find 
such timber hereabouts. Supposed this 
was all prairie country, producing 
only wheat and cattle. Mill employs 
600 men and transmits fifteen carloads 
lumber daily over the Canadian Nor- 
thern. Prince Albert, long straggling 
city, on south bank of Saskatchewan; 
wide awake, with its own publicity 
man, looking for more industries. In- 
ter alia, fine opening jor pulp mills, 

Archbishop of Rupert's Land and 
Bishop of Saskatchewan, hearing of 
our Mvasion invited us to Bishops- 
thorpe. All meekly obeyed. Met 
charming ladies, two, it was said, of 
Indian extraction. Another, a high- 
ly educated Englishman, waxed elo- 
quent in praise of western life—could 
not live in England, you know; con- 
ventional restrictions, inimical to re-

Can’t see where all the 
traffic comes from, for they are not 
carrying this year’s wheat yet, Well 
dressed people too. No cowboys or re- 
volvers or feathered Indians, Arch- 
yishop sitting on a soap box, reading 
newspaper, completes the respectabil- 
ity of the scene,

Liberal Campaign in Full Swing—Pro- 
bable That There Will Be Election 
in Britain Next Autumn. 

London, Oct. 16.—The Liberal eam- 
paign for the restriction of the House 
of Lords to alter or reject bills passed 
by the House of Commons, which was 
inaugurated by the premier Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannenman at Edinburgh 
is now in full swing throughout the 
country.

note of which is the government's 

complaint of the treatment of mea- 
sures it considered of first importance, 
but that this flood of oratory will af- 
fect the House of Lords is not ex- 
pected, the object on the other hand, 
being to influence electors, if the ses- 
sion of 1908, which convenes January 

20 again brings the two houses into 

confiiction, will before long be called

The campaign thus far has disclos- 
ed a heavy parliamentary programme 
containing several questions on which 
e House of Commons and the House 


ot Lords must come to grips. 

In the first place some measures re- 
jected by the House of Lords this 
year will be re-introduced to be fol- 
lowed by the licensing and edueation 
bills, both of which will andoubtedly 
will lead to strife. Should all or any 
of these fail of approval a bill will be 
introduced giving effect to the reasons 
of the House of Commons favoring the 
restriction of the powers of the House 
of Lords, 

This would mean an immediate gen- 
eral election, which many persons be- 
lieve must occur next fail, because 
they consider it inconceivable, in view 
of what has occurred, that these ques- 
tions or the past opinions of two par- 
ties can be reconciled, The younger 
members of the Liberal party favor 
an early election, believing that the 
differences between the Unionists 
would insure a return of the 
government to power, 

The Conservatives, however, the 
not idle and whatever differences ex- 
ist they have started on a campaign 
which will reach every county, direct- 
ed chiefly against the Socialistic ten- 
dencies of the Radicals and Laborites, 
to whom the Chamberlainites are 
making arguments for tariff reform. 
The Laborites are just as busy and 
are paying no particular attention to 
either of the big parties, but are keep- 
ing old age pensions to the iorefront 
of their platforms and advocating the 
total abolition of the House of Lords.

“You have written something in 
favor of the admission of the Orient- 


jals into the United States?’ equired

“IT wrote in favor of the admissierf 
of Chinese,’’ was the reply, “and 1 
wrote of them as | found them, The 
Chinese as a nation lack initiative, 
but they know everything and know 
nothing All they want is. their 
wages and to serve you. They belong 
to no unions, but they are now wise 
enough to ask for union wages. There 
is nothing they cannot do if they ate 
once shown the way You judge of 
the Chinese as you have seen them 
What opinion would you form of 
cheese if one handed you a little of 
the mould’ All the Chinese who 
have come to America have come 
from the cities, but four-fifths of the 
Chinese people live in the country 

“In California I saw hundreds of 
aeres of fruit trees which were plant- 
ed twenty or thirty years ago by the 
Chinese who built the Union Pacific 
railway line The owners of these 
unparalleled orchards are now cutting 
them down because they cannot secure 
the labor necessary to gather the 
fruit, and vet our cities, east and 
west, never have enough fruit I 
have seen fruit knee high in Cali- 
fornia going to waste, cattle and hogs 
turned in to. eat it What we need 
is Chinese laborers in California to 
pick, pack and ship this fruit for us 
It is sometimes said that.the Chinese 
ave ho goed to the country, since they 
send all their wages back to China 
I reply that for every dollar the Chin- 
ese get in America they leave two 
dollars in real’ wealth added to the 
country.”

HOW BURN WON OUT. 

‘The Vancouver News-Advertiser gives 
the following account of the fifteen mite 
Marathon race between Burn and Chand- 
ler, on Saturday last: 

After running almost even for 14 3-4 
miles, Arthur J. Burn, of Calgary, cham- 
pion of western Canada, sprinted up the 
homé stretch, wining’ from W. K. 
Chandier, of the Vancouver Athletic 


= cluby Pacific coast champion, by 75 yards 


at the Point 
oftictal time 
1.23.04 1-5, 

The runners might well feel proud of 
the mark made, their tinfe comparing 
very favorably with the A. A. U, time 
for the fifteen miles, which is 1.28.11 3-5. 
‘They also smashed the record of 1.33 2-5 
for the same distance made in Seattle by 
Chahdler in Jane last. The professional 
record, which has stood for fifty-tive 
ears, was made by J. Howlitt, at Isling- 
ton, Eng. This time was 1.22. 

‘The weather conditions were not of the 
best, the cool raw easterly wind being 
against the runners. But for this a new 
world’s record would undoubtedly have 
heen established, it was a pretty race 
tor tourteen miles, the men being on 
even terms throughout that distance, It 
was’ apparent, however, when that mark 
was reached, and Burn was still trailing 
a foot behind that the local man could 
not come under the tape ahead. At the 
tweitth mile he made desperate efforts 
to distance Burn, fully realizing that the 
Calgary man always has a sprint left in 
him for the hast few hundred yards, He 
pulled ahead about twenty yards, but 
could not keep up the pace. Burn grad- 
aily overcame the iead, and from then 
til the commencement of the final lap, 
ran at Chandler's elbow. Burn, who ran 
well the whole way, pulled ahead of the 
coast champion in the 59th lap, and grad- 
ually increased his lead. On the start of 
the last lap he was twenty yards to the 
good when he crossed the line, and in- 
creased this to forty yards before the 
hack stretch was covered. He sprinted 
up the home stretch, falling over the 
tape just as Chandler entered the stretch, 

Burn surprised the 2,000 spectators 
gathered to witness the race when he 
opened up in the last lap and sprinted 
home, Never before in the history of 
athigics in British Columbia has such 
wonderful running been witnes<ed. While 
breathing heavily, Burn did not appear 
at all distressed, are after awaiting

Altred Shrubb, the Nnglish long dis- 
tance runner says; “There is no reason 
ih the world for the inferiority of the 
Canadian distance runners to English. 
In England the climate is perhaps more 
favorable for the production of long- dis- 
tance men than the climate of certain 
parts of Canada, But Canada is a large 
country, Distance ren need to train 
where tt is cool, Your men make a mis- 
take gy training during the warm wea- 
ther, They ought to condit’on during 
the winter. In stimmer they should con- 
fine their work to racing.

accident of birth, overlooking the fact 
that the character of each new life 
pends on the great natural law of ‘cause 
and effect’ as surely as does the vrain- 
bow or the changing of the seasons, it 
would be quite as reasonable for us to 
expect perfect plant life from decayed 
seed, as healthy childven from unhealthy 
parents; and while medical men declare 
that, as a rule children have no inherent 
disease at birth, yet they all admit that 
the offspring of patlues who are un- 
sound physically, are likely ta be less 
robust than others, and they thus start 
life with a handicap of weakness which 
predisposes them to all diseases, 

Also, the atmosphere into which such 
children are born will not naturally im- 
prove matters, 

Now, these two things, state of 
vitality at birth, and the environment 
after birth are just as real and just as 
influential in the moral sphere as on 
the physical, and all parents have to 
some extent the controlling of the en- 
vironment. ‘There is a deal of meaning 
in the saying: “To make a good child, 
begin with its grandimuther,.” Paradoxi- 
eal, isn't it? and, of course, unworkable; 
yet if parenthood were regarded as one 
of the highest trusts God has bestewed 
as well as one of the most solemn ve- 
sponsibilities, then every child would 
at birth, enter into full possession of all 
that would conduce to a healthy and 
aappy development, and this, we claim, 
‘s the right of every child, 

There is one phase of this question, 
which we in this country, will not have 
to face, at least in this generation, and 
that is city slum life, in which purity 
and healthtulness ave all but impossible. 
Many of the greatets minds of the day 
tre at work on the problem of the bet- 
tering of mankind as it is in many of 
the large centres of population in older 
lands. Some re ommend legislation re- 
sarding the dwelling houses of the peor, 
Invisting on certain conditions of size 
and sanitariness; others demand a cer- 
twin standard of healthtulness (physical 
and moral) in persons who wish to marry 
while others advocate the putting {to 
death of iniants who, at birth, fall be- 
low a required standard of vitality. 
This last. is surely extreme, we say, but 
it is claimed to be more merciful to the 
parents, to the children themselves and 
to mankind in general, than to allow 
such feeble lives to drag on for a few 
miserable months, or at best, years, It

is a terrible heritage into which such 
children are born in any case, Until 
comparatively recent years, the law of 


heredity did not receive much attent on, 
but let us remember that it is as old and 
vnalterable as any other of the laws of 
nature (another name for the laws of 
God) and was incorporated in the Deea- 
logue, “Por 1, the Lord thy God, 
am a jealous God, ete,”’ Nothing could 
be clearer than this Divine exposition 
of the law, and there is no part of tife 
exempt from its workings. In conclu. 
sion, what does the whole thing mean to 


us’ What eaa any one of us do to cure 
the unhealthfulness of the world? And 
we are ready to say, ‘Nuthing.” Then 
Why does Ged ask us to do such work? 


Perhaps to draw us out of ourselves, for 
we are all prone to be selfish, and cach 
of us can do something to help our Lord 
Jesus Christ bear His great burden, the 
sin of the world, Here are a few quceta- 
tions along this line 


1. **Let us study to be right ourselves | 
as workers, that we may he ensamples | 
in doctrine and deed.”
